It is sznuch the same on the eastern 
front. The Austro-Germans have 
brought their offensive to an end with 
the exception of the region of Dvinsk 
The Russians have recuperated won- 
derfully, and are striking back in their 
old familiar ‘way. The Germans 
claim another success west of Dvinsk, 
but they are still dighting to the west 
Ilioukst. They also announce that 
counter attacks have been 
repu south of the iPripet River 
in Volhynia and jin Galicia, 

The Russians seemingly have en 
tirely regained the initiative, especi- 
ally in Galicia. Here it is reported 
from Petrograd that the Russians 
have won a victory on the’ River 
Stripa.

The engineer's stores reply"hs fol- 
lows: Stock of general goods on hand, 
July Ist, approximately $165,000.00, 
stock of goods at ‘workshops, July Ist, 
approximately $12,500.00; total stock 
on hand, $177,500.00. 

In addition to the above, there is 
stored in warehouse and central yard 
material belonging to the waterworks, 
electric light and telephone depart- 
ments, over which the department has 
ne control, 

The department has control of all 
goods that belong to it, but have no 
jurisdiction over the stocks of other 
departments,-as they pay a monthly 
rental for the space they occupy and 
have thelr own stock clerks \ind }ware- 
housemen, ‘who look after their res- 
pective stocks, 

Prior to the delivery of any goods 
from stock of this department to any 
of the departments, or to outsiders, it 
is imperative that a sales sip must 
be made out in the office, Which is de- 
livered to the warehouseman or yard- 
men, Who wee that these goods s0 
delivered are signed for at date of 
delivery (by party receiving’ these 
goods, so that there might \be no dis- 
pute later. The stock and sales book 
is kept up-to-date, so that it is pos 
sible to check up any items of stock 
at any time and satisfy that the stock 
on hand corresponds ‘with the re- 
cords, 

Regarding stock stered at outlying 
districts, ‘this is being used up rapidly 
in connection with the sewer work 
that is being undertaken this year, 
and it is anticipated that the material 
stored at these locations ‘will ‘be clear- 
ed up before December 1st. 

In order to keep a lose check on 
this stock, periodical visits are made 
to these different districts and differ- 
ent items are counted, to see that they
